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DEEKIXG DEFEiTS RAFAELLO. 

Harlem bad a dark cloudy aky and a very 
heavy track for the last day of its two weeks 
meetiuK, but nevertheless there was a great 
crowd on hand and it was treated to some real- 
ly good sport. Owing to the condition of the 
track there was wholesale scratching and what 
had seemed to be one of the best cards of the 
ocal seaaon was scratched to pieces. 

The meeting of Rafaello, Deering and Crocket 
at a mile and a sixteenth was the main feature 
and it resnlted in a cracking good contest. 
Rafaello and Deericg hooked up at the head of 
the stretch and from there to'the wire fought 
desperately for every inch of ground. Betting 
on this event was very spirited, Rafaello being 
the choice at about even morey, while 8 to 5 
was offered against Crocket. Walter Qum j 
thought his colt Deering would win and told I 
all his friends so. The consequence was that 
he was backed from 5 to 1 down to 3 to 1. 

At the first attempt Starter Dwyer sent the 
trio away on their journey on about even terms. 
Passing the stsnd Deering went to the front 
and, closely pressed by Crocket, the pair threw 
mud in Rafaello’s face for a half mile. Then 
Crocket gave it up and for an instant Deering 
had things all his own way. On the far turn, 
though, Jenkins, with Rafaello, moved up, and 
a cry went up, “Rafaello w ins ! Rafaello wins !” 
It certainly appeared that he did have Deering 
safe; but the latter proved to be as game as a 
pebble, and when Flick called upon him he re- 
sponded like an aristocrat. At the eighth post 
Rafaello for an instant was in front, but the 
pressure was too great and later on he hung a 
bit. This cost him the race, for not for an 
instant did Deering falter and through sheer 
gameness won a handsomely fought battle by a 
short head. Crocket was beaten off and eased 
up in the stretch. The victory was an excep- 
tionally popular one, and both the colt and 
Flick were warmly applauded when they re- 
turned to the stand. 

Of the eleven entered in the seven-furlong 
handicap only four started, and Richard J., 
with top weight, 114 pounds, and conceding 
great chunks of weight to every other starter, 
was made favorite. He ran a good lace, bnt 
not good enough to beat Maceo and had to be 
content with second place. Maceo was thrown 
in the handicap with 98 pounds, and after trail- 
ing his field to the head of the stretch be shot 
to the front like a flash and won tunning away. 
He is a horse of good class, and with 98 pounds 
up and in the mud it would take the best of 
them to beat him. 

Jockey W. Jones, withhii face all bandaged 
up, had the mount on Prince Blazes in the mile 
and a quarter race. The Prince was an odds- 
on choice and on paper seemed a certainty. 
All the heavy bettors and “cinch players” 
backed him, but Jones fixed them. He held the 
Prince an unreasonably long distance out of it 
down the back stretch and allowed Teutons to 
steal a long lead. In fact he waited until the 
race waa practically over before he made his 
run. His ride was sharply criticised. Teutons 
won the race rather handily, making it two wins 
during the day for that popular owner, Tom 
Barrett. 

Mr Barrett’s other win was with Barrack in 
the seven furlong two-year-old race. Thrive, 
for some unknown reason, was made favorite 
at eve^s over Barrack, bnt after leading a 
greater part of the journey he weakened and 
Barrack won as he pleared. The grandstand 
fairly went wild over the victory of Barrack. 

Alabasker won the initial six furlong scramble 
in a fierce drive from Harry Thobnrn and Ken- 
more Queen. His win was a lucky one. Harry 
Thobum was a trifle short cr he would have 



have beaten him, and again, haa Mathews been 
able to keep Kenmore Queen in on the turns 
she would have been hard to beat. 

The last race was nothing more than an ex- 
ercise gallop for Molo. It was at a mile and 
before half the jouroey had been traversed 
Molo had the first money won. Newsgatberer, 
the favorite, ran one of his bad races and was 

beaten off. 

FROM HARLFMTO HAWTHORNE. 

Harlem’s fortnight of racing ended yesterday 
and for the two weeks to come Hawthorne will 
be the local center of attraction for those who 
admire the gallant thoroughbred. At Harlem 
the attendance has been constantly good, the 
racing excellent and well conducted, and, in the 
main, good racing weather has prevailed. The 
arrival of new horses from St* Louie and else 
where served to stimulate interest in the sport, 
and quite a number of notable performances at 
various distances were recorded. 

The program for the first week at Hawthorne 
has been issued by Secretary Harry KuhJ, and 
is made up with bis usual careful attention to 
details designed^ to meet the capacities and 
peculiarities of the hundreds of horses now 
quartered at the local tracks. Steeplechases 
are provided for Monday, Thursday aud Satur- 
day, all over the short course. Some “ieppers” 
new to the course will probably make their 
local debut in these events, giving an access 
of zest to this popular branch of the Haw- 
thorne racing. A mile and a half dash Monday 
is the longest fiat race of the week, but it is 
noticeable that of the thirty-three fiat races in 
the week’s program sixteen are at a mile or 
over. With additional stables drifting in from 
St. Louis, the Northern Circuit and a few 
returning from the east there is abundant | 
assurance of more than enough horses to furnish 
satisfactory fields and good contests through- 
out Hawthorne’s third period of summer rac- 
ing. 

CK>8SIP OF THIS TURF. 

Imp’s running down east has led to caustic 
criticism by the New York turf scribes. Last 
Wednesday her trainer, Charley Brossmau, 
undertook to square matters by thrashing John 
Boden, a turf writer who had declared that the 
running of Imp this year did more to keep 
alive turf scandal than any other incident of 
racing. The turf writer was not much hurt« 
but it wili be a long while before Brossman re- 
covers from the drubbing he received. He was 
a wreck when be was taken from the track. 

The track stewards had him up before them 
afterwards but after surveying him concluded 
to let him off with a reprimand. A dispatch 
touching the matter says : “A civil suit has 

been begun against Brossman, and as he is a 
nonresident of the state his mars will probably 
be attached as well as his winnings at Brigh- 
ton, which have not yet been paid over. It is 
understood that Mr. Hitchcock of the stewards, 
inclined to more drastic punishment for Imp’s 
trainer, and tbere^is no doubt that any other 
infraction of dieeipline will mean Brossman’s 
exile. The running of his mare is being looked 

into. 

Trainer Jennings says that Briar Sweet’s 
lameness will not be lasting. He will keep her 
in training, and hopes to have her ready for all 
the fall handicaps. May Hempstead also 
shows lame after strong work, but warms out 
of it in a race. Banastar, the Brooklyn Handi- 
cap winner, will be seen in the stakes at Sara- 
toga. He is in fine form and ought to win with 
ease. Taral has gone to Saratoga to ride. He 
will remain at the springs during the month.
